The Applicant's representative wishes to extend the Examiner a sincere "thank you" for 
having held, over the previous 3-4 weeks, a couple of telephonic interviews with the 
undersigned. To summarize, cumulatively, the interviews, the Examiner has indicated that she is 
withdrawing the remaining rejections, which were based on 35 U.S.C, §112. Furthermore, 
Examiner Leith has conducted an additional search, before allowance.
